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Stepan BANDERA was born In 1909 In the town of Trostianec, near Stryj. 

Hie father was a Greek Catholic priest. He attended elementary school In 
Sokal and high school In Styyj. While still In high school he became a member 
of 070, a veterans 1 organisation of Ukrainian nationalists from the First 
World War, In 1928 or 1929 he graduated from high school and vent on to the 
Polytechnic In Lvov where he studied agriculture. In 1929 he did not attend 
the Congress of Ukrainian Nationalists in Vienna which brought about the consoli- 
dation of DVO and three other minor nationalist groups, OUH was born at this 
Congress, By late 1932 or early 1933 BANDERA had become bead of the* homeland 
executive comittee of the OUH, K0N0VAIETS vae the overall Chief of GUN at 
this time, although he was in the emigration. This was the period la Eastern 
Poland (1929-1934) when, the younger generation of Ukrainian students took over 
most of the prominent positions in the homeland OUH, In June 1934, one day 
after the assassination of the Polish Minister of Interior, FIBfiACXY, BANDERA 
was arrested. He was first sentenced to death and then the sentence was 
commuted to life Imprisonment, His trial took place in 1935 after which he 
was committed to the Holy Cross jail where he remained until 1939* It is 
alleged that his sentence was commuted to avoid an uprising of Ukrainian 
nationalists In Eastern Poland, and the Ukraine, BANDERA f a closest collaborators 
during this period ware Yaroslav STETSKO, Ifykola IEBBD, Mlkfaallo IANIV, and 
Yaroslav SPOLSXY. The circumstances surrounding BAMERA'e escape or release 
from PoliAh prison in 1939 are not clearly known. Once tree, BAHDERA resumed 
his leadership of OUH In the homeland. Officially, Colonel Andrei &LNYE had 
succeeded to the title held by KONOVALETS until the latter's assassination, 
MELNIK, however, was in the emigration and BANDERA' In Cracow* BANDERA was 
offered a position in MBLNYK'a emigre Provid of the OUH (PUN). This offer 
BANDERA turned down since It would have placed him In a position subordinate 
to MELNIK, In early summer 1940 the OUH split and BANDERA became the overall 
chief of the greeter part of the organization. During 1940 OUH organised 
those western rgglons occupied by the Germans and sent couriers and organizers 
Into the Eastern Ukraine. When the Germans attacked Russia, many members 
of the OUN followed the Germans 1 advance eastward. BANDERA remained in Cracow. 
The Gestapo invited BAHDERA for a conference which apparently was a ruse to 
arrest him. At any rate, BAHDERA was taken to Berlin and placed' under house 
■arrest there. He was shortly transferred to the Frlns Albrecht strasse Gestapo 
jail reserved for important political prisoners* (V ol odyayr ST ACBI Y , m s a 
member of the* SP/UHVR, was also in.this "jail at the same time; as BAHDERA), 

In 1942 BAHDERA was transferred to the Sachaenhauaen concentration camp* 

In 1944 he wa tt br ought to Berlin > .where the Germans Attempted to negqtiats 
with him. BANDERA was however adamant and the negotiations . cama to nothing, » 
Allegedly he based his refusal to collaborate with the 'Germshs <ki the fact e ■ 
that the Germans had dissolved the‘ independent Ukrainian Government proclaimed 
at Lvov in June 1941# Partly through the Intervention of TREED and HRYHICCH, 
BANDERA escaped from the Germans and disappeared. At the end of the war he

It should be noted that BANDERA never held any official tltlt or aefifcerahip 
in UPA or the UHVR* His claim to membership in the "Counoil of Three" 

(Biuro Frovidu) was* refuted by the homeland on the. grounds that the Biuro Provldu 
ceased to exist in 1946, after the death of two of its original members 
(KAIVSKY and VOLOSHIN) « It should also be noted that the title Providaik CUN 
officially vent out of existence in 1943# vfaen it was decided that all .policy- 
matters concerning the party would henceforth be decided by a council of equals 
(the Provid) instead of by a single leader* The evolution of the Ukrainian 
underground in the dilation of decentralization of executive power was not 
fully accepted by BANDERA, who showed unmistakable evidence that he desired 
to return to the status-quo of 1941 when he held the unchallenged position 
of, leader*. . 1 ■ \ 

BANDERA also disputed the new program of the .OUN adopted at the . 

Third Congress of the OUN held in the Ukraine in August 1943 in which 
the basic taoc g ± philosophical and political tenets of the OUN had been 
critically reviewed. In that program extreme elements of ethnocentriam 
and romanticism were replaced by a greater concern for social and economic 
-questions to win the population of Eastern Ukraine* BANDERA who did not 
participate in that evolution of the OUN because knt of his imprisonment 
in a German concentration camp, condemned it as a move toward socialism* 

He maintained that this course was fallacious and that it should be re- 
versed, He also objected to internal democracy in; the OUN as. allegedly 
harmful in an organization engaged in clandestine '.activities. 

The patform' of the Third Congress of the OUN wss fended by those: 
members of the OUN who participated in the anti-Nazi unaergroud in the 
.Ukraine « ' BANDERA 1 s views gained, suppo.r t°;fe; : ; the ‘'majority ; of OUN .cadres 

who like himself were detained •in' German prisons and .camps and had nojr 
come into contact with the masses of Eastern Itoaine*. -These differences 
caused two splits in the OUN in, 1948 and in 1954*' Thos.e who were opposed 
to BANDERA created in 1954 a separate political organization under the 
, same name of .the &CH OUN* In 195$ the new name of OUN-z (z* kordonoa - 
'abroad) was ^adopted,. ' ‘ 

From the very beginning of the' internal rift ‘in the OUN, both BANJERA 
.and his opponents were , trying to win. approval of. their policies from, the 
leadership (the Provid) of the OUN in the Ukraine* On several occasions 
the '.Provid' under ^ornan SHUKHSVYCH corroborated, the new program -of ’the OUN ; 
and called on both sides to come to an understanding. Under pressure BAN- 
DERA gave up the leadership of the ZCfc.'OUN in August-1952 but iater re- 
neged. Similaxily in 1953 he agreed to join the Collegium of 
tx . • . ' - ^ y 
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(Lev fiEBET, Zynowij KATLA, Stapan BAiJDEi&) appointed by the Provid in the 
Ukraine to act as a temporarv leadership of the 2Ch GUN, but after several 
months of discussions with REBET and MAYLA he refused to cooperate* Thus 
all efforts to heal the rif t. pfoved ineffective. 0 

Until his death in 1959 BARDERA occupied position of the head of ZCh 
OUK. According to the official documents of 20h OUN and in the opinion 
of his adherents BANDERA was also head of "the whole” OUU. 

On October 15, 1939 BANDERA was murdered in the staircase of his house 
in Munich by Bogdan STABHINSKY, a confessed agent of the KGB. Two years 
earlier, on October 1937 i STASHINEKY. assasinated Lev RE3ET, alsp in Munich. 
In I9oX STASHINEKY defected to the West. After, his confession he was 'tried 
by a West German coutt and sentenced to 1c years of imprisonment. His present 
whereabouts is unknown. 
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
